AT HAND. 


2. THE MARKET CONDITIONS, PRESENT AND FUTURE. 


3. THE SUCCESSFUL OPERATION OF THE INSTITUTION 
AS A GOING CONCERN. 


The first and second of these considerations have been so fully dis- 
cussed in previous articles as to require no reiteration here. They are 
summed up briefly in these simple facts: The Edmonton Portland Ce- 
ment Company owns what is probably the largest known marl deposit in 
the world and also a vast bed of the very best blue clay. These materials 
are sufficient for the manufacture of at least 12,500,000 barrels of cement. 
True Portland Cement can be manufactured from these materials at a 
cost not exceeding 78 cents per barrel.

Few citizens of Edmonton who have 
not been over the ground realize that 
just outside the city limits to the north 
where the Grand Trunk Pacifie has its 
round house and repair shops there is a 
rapidly growing settlement of nearly 
500 inhabitants. Jacking, as it does, 
direct transportation facilities into the 
heart of the city and having only three 
regular mails per week, little is heard 
of the village of West Edmonton or 
Calder, as it is more commonly known. 
In spite of this facet, however, the set- 
tlement continues to grow. Business 
houses, churches, schools and some 
very attractive private residences have 
been erected within the village limits 
and in Elm Park, the subdivision to 
the east of it. As the G. T, P. have 
ben extending their lines) westward 
and putting more rolling stock and en- 
gines on the road, the staff at the repair 
house has been increased, and this has 
brought more people to live in the vil- 
lage. Although a large number of 
new houses are being erected ‘in the 
settlement this year there is a demand 
for more and every new house is occu- 
pied as soon as it is finished. 

The cause of West Edmonton was 
the G. T. P. shops and round house.

One hundred and sixty workmen, the 
majority of whom either live or board 
in the village are employed in the 
works and the plans of the company 
are to double the staff this fall. All 
the repair work on the engines and 
rolling stock used west of Edmonton is 
done in the Edmonton repair shop. 
The round house is an eighteen stall 
building sufficiently large to accommo- 
date all the engines that ever are as- 
sembled in the yards at one time.

Thirteen of 
these are working out of Edmonton, 
east and west, and the remaining nine- 
teen are working out of Edson, the ma- 
jority of them being used for hauling 
ihe construction trains to the head of 
steel.

Many Improvements 

This summer the council of West 
Edmonton is going ahead with public 
improvements in the village such as 
the construction of side walks and 
grading the streets.

The people of the village are suf- 
fering many inconveniences, however, 
They want better transportation facili- 
ties into the city of Edmonton, They 
are in need of city water and electric 
light and telephone, and as has wready 
been stated, a better mail service, 

Possibly there is no extension of the 
water main from the G. T. P. shops 
just inside the city limits, to serve the 
Village of West Edmonton and the resi- 
dents of Elm park. The great majori- 
ty of the householders of the settle- 
ment are in a position to use the city 
water and the extension from the shops 
would be comparatively a short one 
and inexpensive, A sewage system 
will soon be a real necessity in the vil- 
lage, This also could be provided by 
an extension of the sewer that serves 
the round house. 

Want Street Rallway 

As for transportation facilities the 
people of West Edmonton are confi- 
dent that an extension of the street 
railway north along Twenty-fourth 
street would pay fully as well as the 
present line to the packing plant. It

district, Just at present the people of 
the settlement are somewhat isolated, 
Que train a day to Edmonton and only 
three mails a week is getting to be an 
old story with them and under the 
present condition of affairs a good 
many long walks to the city are nec- 
essary, 

West Edmonton has room for one or 
{wo general stores, a buteher shop, a 
bakery and other smaller institutions. 
Its needs will increase with the num- 
ber of people in the settlement, The 
Molson's bank maintains a braneh. in 
the post office on pay day when cheeks 
are cashed and deposits received, A 
braneh of the bank will be established 
there shortly,
